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Family, Friends, Serenade Rowan in His Big Day

"They're coming, they're coming!" yelled Rowan 
from his front steps at the sounds of horns, soon to be 
followed by the sight of Skipp the Clown marching up the 
Farquharson family's driveway in Rochester and leading 
a parade of warm wishes for a kid whose birthday party 
couldn't be held on a picnic table packed with friends and 
a backyard run over with relatives. 

On April 29, Rowan Farquharson turned six years 

old. 

At a time when a child is old enough and young 
enough to enjoy the loudest, most boisterous birthday 

party that family 
and friends can 
give, they couldn't 
give, thanks to 
Rowan's mysterious 
immune system. 

Amidst the 
coronavirus 
pandemic, there 
was no way Rowan 
could have a 
traditional birthday 
party. 

"Had we gone 
back to school this 
year, he's someone 
who would have 
been kept out," said 
his mother Hillary, 
a Marshfield native 
who works at High 
Point Treatment 
Center as chief of communications and prevention. "We 
keep everything very, very tight and secure." 

Rowan is the middle child among three boys. Cillian 
is seven years old and a first-grader at Sippican School,

and baby brother Wolfgang is seven months old. 

Since age two. Rowan has been beset with severe 
allergic reactions including hives, facial swelling and for 
the past two years, anaphylaxis. He's been to hospitals 
in Boston and been tested multiple times according to 
Hillary without a conclusion. 

"In February, his doctors at Boston Children's 
determined that this is just how his body treats a viral 
load. Usually about three days after a reaction, he 
tests positive with another viral illness like the flu or 
pneumonia. This puts him at a higher risk for viral issues 
because he already goes into an illness at a disadvantage," 
explained Hillary in an email. 

She said it's not the same as a peanut allergy; there 
is nothing Rowan's parents can do to prevent the severe 
reactions. "We can only react," said Hillary. "Rowan has 
to carry an (epinephrine auto-injector pen) with him at 
all times and can only be with adults who are trained to 
use it.

Surviving COVID-19: One Family's Story

Every day across the globe, people are facing an 
illness whose insidious symptoms can mimic a common 
cold, seasonal flu, or possibly give no warning at all - 
COVID-19. 

The numbers associated with victims of this disease 
are as abstract as they are horrifying. But government 
agencies require data to help form policy, deploy services, 
and give an overview of disease progression or plateauing 
for emergency planning's sake. 

Data does not, however, tell the human tale. Each 
pinpoint on a graph representing a case of COVID-19 
is a real person. Numbers tell one side of the story but

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they can't say, "I'm scared." Only people willing to share 
their personal stories can help the rest of us to more fully 
understand this disease and the toll it's taking on those 
who become ill, as well as those who love them. 

The Ortega family of Mattapoisett represents 
five datapoints on graphs and charts drawn by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health and the 
Centers for Disease Control. But more than data they 
are people suffering through fear, physical pain, and the 
uncertainty of what tomorrow may bring. 

Sam and Diane Ortega and their three children 
live on a quiet suburban street in this quaint seaside 
community. They were fully aware of the developing 
dark clouds being pulled over the planet as COVID-19 
became a daily news story beginning in late February and 
increasingly through the month of March. 

For Sam, a sergeant with the City of New Bedford 
Police Department, meetings were taking place to 
help first-responders understand their changing and 
expanding roles. Diane continued to handle her regional 
responsibilities as a manager for an international food 
chain. Their children were going to school, working 
hard, getting good grades, and enjoying extracurricular 
activities. Their college-age daughter was fully entrenched 
at university. 

The husband-and-wife team was mindful of 
unfolding emergency declarations as Diane and Sam 
worked to keep their household calm, safe, and organized. 
Then the worst-case scenario was visited upon them. 
COVID-19 invaded the sanctity of their home, and, their 
bodies. 

Through telephone calls, text, and emails, the 
Ortegas told their story to The Wanderer. Sharing 
the details was not easy as painful memories were 
discussed. Their grace in pulling back the curtain and 
letting the public hear their first-hand account is, in a 
word, generous. Another word that comes to mind is 
courageous. 

"On April 4 Sam started with what he thought 
was allergy pressure. He took over-the-counter allergy 
medication," Diane wrote. Continuing on, she said, "On 
Monday, April 6, he came home sick after working half the 
day." On Tuesday he did not go to work. "The Police chief 
suggested that he get tested," she said. On Wednesday, 
April 8, Diane and Sam went to St. Luke's Hospital. The 
following day they received the call confirming that Sam 
had tested positive. 

"At that point, he had started his decline with heavy 
fever and cough. At home, we worked at managing the 
illness. It was Easter weekend... Easter Sunday, the 12th, 
on the surface he looked as though he was on the other 
side of this, as his fever had broken and he was coughing 
less during the night." The couple was filled with hope. 
"We thought that maybe we had turned a corner on this 
illness, growing one step closer to recovery." Those hopes 
would be dashed by the following day. "Monday (April 
13) he regressed to a point where he had a loss of general

strength; we realized it was time to go to the hospital." 
That evening Sam was admitted into St. Luke's Hospital. 

"This virus will trick you," Diane said. 

At that moment, it was giving her a different set of 
signals. 

On April 13, Diane spiked a fever and got a 
horrendous headache. The following day the pain took 
up residence in her 
back. Now with 
her husband in the 
hospital and feeling 
unwell herself, the 
magnitude of the 
nightmare was 
growing. "The back- 
pain severity was 
increasing," she 
said. 

As Diane's 

symptoms magnified, Sam was transferred to Brigham 
and Women's Hospital. The St. Luke's staff believed his 
condition now required "elevated care" not available 
locally. Given the state of his breathing, the New Bedford 
medical team found an experimental treatment that was 
being administered at Brigham and Women's. Once Sam 
was processed there, the Boston medical team was able to 
stabilize and improve his oxygen levels, thus making him 
ineligible for the treatment.

Back home, Diane was learning through testing 
that she, too, was infected, and doctors prescribed 
hydroxychloroquine. By this time, she had lost her ability 
to taste and smell and had developed a light cough. 

At home, Diane took care of herself with the aid of her 
children while trying to monitor what was happening 
with Sam. "Each day from then on was managing 
backaches, headaches, fatigue, and sleeplessness, which 
started at onset and continues today," she shared. "Each 
day you basically sit and wait for the ceiling to fall... 
(Thinking) I feel okay right now. (I worry) when will the 
breathing issues start? ... You feel like a sitting duck not 
knowing if you will end up with shortness of breath and 
follow your husband to the hospital," she said.

And then there was their son, 15-year-old Sammy. 
"Sammy became ill around Saturday night (April) the 18 
with sore throat and then fever," Diane confirmed. She 
reported that his fever has abated; the sore throat has 
lingered with gradual improvement. 

In Boston, Sam received intravenous cocktails. "I 
couldn't tell you what," Diane said, but one treatment 
that seems to have helped was lying in a prone position 
for hours at a time. This allows better airflow throughout 
the respiratory system located closer to the back. Slowly 
Sam's oxygen levels improved. 

The other two members of the household, 

19-year-old Vanessa and 11-year-old Isabel, have not 
demonstrated signs of the illness but are assumed infected 
by virtue of being in the home. Vanessa became the de 
facto head-of-the-household when her mother's health 
became compromised. With all educational institutions 
closed, Vanessa has continued her studies online. As a 
biology major, she was studying infectious diseases as her 
own father struggled to survive from one moment to the 
next in hospital. 

Despite everything this family has endured, Diane 
said her children have demonstrated not only an esprit de 
corps but bravery in the line of fire, for truly in the minds 
of the Ortega family this is a battle. Their children's ability 
to support one another and put things into a perspective 
not generally seen in such young people has given Sam 
and Diane the emotional boost they both needed. "They

say... things could be worse/' Diane said of her children's 
wisdom. 

In hindsight, Diane said they were not ready for this 
battle. "I think about families with little kids... how are 
sick parents coping..." She said her advice to everyone is 
to "have a plan. ... Who will take care of your children if 
you get sick? Who can pay the bills, do the shopping, take 
care of you?" 

The realities and the fallout of what her family is 
experiencing are what she fears for others. 

On April 23, Sam returned home to horns blowing 
and people cheering. The New Bedford EMS transported 
him from Boston back to Mattapoisett. They also left 
behind a stack of pizza pies. Smiles abounded, the Ortega

children were relieved to have Dad home. 

Now the hard work of the excruciatingly slow 
recovery process frames their days. "It is day-by-day," 
Diane confessed. And concerns over the impact of what 
Diane described as a "surreal new world" tempers her 
thoughts. "The numbers are bigger than reported; if 
we knew the real numbers would we feel differently?" 
she wondered. Speaking specifically to the biological 
aftermath of a COVID-19 infection she said, "No one 
knows how long we might be immune to a second 
infection." She also expressed concerns over lasting 
psychological responses to the pandemic and its direct 
effect on her children. "That's something we may not 
know for a long time." 

The frequently discussed second-wave of contagion 
is on the family's mind. "I can't imagine everything being 
open... it's okay to keep the local businesses going, but... 
schools will look very different if we go back at all," Diane 
said. 

The virus leaves behind deep concerns about the 
unknown as evidenced in Diane's comments. Yet she, 
along with the rest of the family, is focusing on the 
immediate future, taking a walk around the yard, sitting 
in the sun, and trying to let go of control. 

The Ortegas are grateful and expressed their 
gratitude to the medical teams at both St. Luke's Hospital 
and Brigham and Women's with special thanks to Kevin 
LeBlanc of Mattapoisett, a member of the local hospital 
team.

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Harbormasters Mobilize for Boating Season

Along the South Coast of Massachusetts, springtime 
brings more than flowers. It brings the beginning of a 
very active boating season. Boat owners' thoughts turn 
to all things maritime, from having moorings set, engines 
tuned-up, sea-worthy testing to launching their watercraft 
at public boat ramps or planning outings. But this spring 
there are other considerations - serious considerations. 
COVID-19 considerations. 

On April 22, the Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Energy and Environmental Affairs published a three-page 
memorandum on the subject of "boating and various 
other marine and inland waterway-related activities." It 


Thank You Healthcare Workers! 
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was written in light of Governor Baker's stay-at-home 
advisory and essential-services order. Yet how to enforce 
distancing requirements, how to ensure that only family 
groups are on a given vessel, remain unclear and fall to 
self-policing and local harbormasters. 

First let's take a closer look at the memorandum 
itself. It first addresses inland boat ramps and canoe 
launches. It makes the clear statement that, "ramps 
and launches... managed by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts 
remain open 
for use by boats 
being launched 
by vehicles 
registered in the 
Commonwealth..." 

Exempted are 
locations already 
closed; those 
remain closed. 

Launches and 
ramps managed 
by municipalities 
remain open subject 
to the discretion of the individual town. 

Mattapoisett Harbormaster Jamie Macintosh 
said that any vehicle not bearing a Massachusetts 
registration will be turned away at the public ramps. Of 
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the restrictions listed by the MEOEE he said, "Really it's 
common sense stuff... Don't congregate around the boat 
ramp, that allows things to keep moving." Macintosh 
said that some harbormasters are adopting the slogan 
"Launch-Hail-Leave" as a way to drive home that point. 

Over in Sippican Harbor, Isaac Perry, harbormaster 
for the town of Marion, said that the memo was quite 
clear but for one bullet point, the very last bullet point 
that he thought was at best ambiguous. In this section 
under the heading "For Hire Boating" the line reads, "... 
any other operation or use of a vessel that is not registered 
to the passenger," is not permitted. 

That raises the question: Where does that leave 
launch services? 

Macintosh said, "The Coast Guard still controls 
activities on the water," adding that the Coast Guard 
views launch services as "essential" and wondering aloud 
if that might supersede the state mandate. "It's a wait- 
see situation... we are holding off on launch service right 
now... it's pending." 

Meetings in both Marion and Mattapoisett on 
Tuesday set initial plans in motion. 

Perry attended Tuesday's Marion Board of Health 
meeting with a plan to open docks and floats on 
Wednesday, May 6. Marion will restrict its floats to the 
owners or those approved by the harbormaster. "This isn't 
going to be a transient dock where the people are going 
to be coming and going," said Perry, who will oversee a 
20-minute limit of usage. 

In addition to keeping all state orders, Marion is 
keeping its public bathrooms and public showers closed. 

In Tuesday's Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
meeting. Town Administrator Mike Lorenco in his report 
discussed measures including the necessity of face 
coverings, social distancing in and around public launch, 
and other boating outlets. The measures also mandate 
that boats may not congregate, that people on a boat must 
live in the same household and that boats for hire, whale 
watching and other recreational boating activities remain 
prohibited. To view the memorandum, visit mattapoisett. 
net. 

Lorenco has said in prior meetings that commercial 
fishing is considered an essential service, that the 
harbormaster would be putting up signage regarding the 
public launch area, and that only Massachusetts vehicle 
registration would be permitted at the public launch. 

On May 1, the MEOEE sent out additional guidelines 
regarding launch service. Those are: "a Captain of the 
launch boat and staff must keep distance and wear PPE 
as well as person boarding the shuttle boat; if social 
distancing cannot be done then separate trips must occur 
to adhere to six-foot social distancing requirements; 
persons using the service must wear PPE /face masks and 
practice social distancing; after dropping off passengers, 
on reverse trip the launch service boat must be disinfected 
after every trip; same rules for the floating docks, any 
tools that are used by boatyard staff at any time must be 
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disinfected and PPE must be used." 

According to Macintosh, Mattapoisett will regulate 
people as they come to the boat ramp, require distancing 
in the dock and launch areas, and limit the number of 
people on the wharves at any one time. "Vacating the area 
quickly will speak volumes," he said. 

The memo notes, "Masks and face-coverings should 
be worn in public in accordance with DPH advisory when 
distancing is not possible." 

Other activities not permitted include charter-boat 
fishing, sailboat rentals and lessons, canoe, kayak, and 
paddleboard rentals, rafting rentals, organized fishing 
tournaments and derbies, whale watching and other 
pleasure cruises.

Recreational boating requirements state that only 
family groups from the same household are allowed on a 
boat, no multiple household groups permitted on ramps, 
docks, piers and strict social distancing employed, and 
that boats on the water must maintain distancing (no 
grouping of boats permitted). 

As of April 30, when Massachusetts faced an 
extension of Governor Baker's emergency order until May 
18, boaters with the ability to adhere to restrictions and 
requirements have been allowed to begin boating again. 
Others will have to trim their sails a bit longer.

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Mattapoisett Elections, Town Meeting 
Rescheduled 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

Mattapoisett Selectman Paul Silva and Jordan 
Collyer voted on May 5 to reschedule town elections 
on Tuesday, June 16, and the annual town meeting on 
Monday, June 22. 

Silva noted that although the town clerk Catherine 
Heuberger was well prepared to conduct the elections as 
originally planned for May 19, lingering voter concerns 
over COVID-19 might find voters staying home. He said 
that while absentee ballots are available, . .a lot of people 
want to go out and vote." Silva thought it was better to 
push the date out and wait to see what Governor Baker's 
office provides for guidance moving forward. 

Collyer wondered if moving the date two weeks 
would actually change anything, "...people will still be 
concerned." He also noted that local schools had sent out 
notices mentioning the May 19 date. 

In the remote-meeting room was candidate John 
DeCosta, who is vying for the vacant Board of Selectmen 
seat against former selectman Tyler Macallister. DeCosta 
said, "I agree with Paul... it would give myself and 
Tyler some kind of time for campaigning... we're in a 
competition and in all fairness to both of us..." he thought 
a postponement would be helpful. 

Silva said, "We need to give as much time as possible 
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to the candidates." 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said he would 
like to see at least two weeks between the town meeting 
and the town elections for planning purposes. But Silva 
believed there wasn't an option, town meeting would 
need to be rescheduled. "I don't think we can have a 
town meeting with everyone in a room... maybe hold it 
outside." Lorenco expressed concern that a May 29 date 
for town meeting was only two days before the beginning 
of the new fiscal year. But Silva said the town could 
continue to use the one-twelfth method for conducting 
the town's business that is allowed until a new budget is 
passed at town meeting. 

Town consultant Mike Gagne said that the town's 
bylaw requires one week at least between elections and 
town meetings. 

Collyer said that DeCosta had made a compelling 
argument and that he wanted, "... to give the 
townspeople ample time to hear from them." 

In the end, the selectmen voted to move both to later 
dates. 

Regarding town meeting, Silva said that the town 
meeting warrant would only have the budget articles and 
other articles "absolutely necessary at this time." All other 
articles would be pushed off until the fall town meeting. 

Collyer suggested that a draft of the warrant be 
provided, as it currently stands for the board to review 
and that at their next meeting, they could open the 
warrant. 

As for those warrant items being pushed into the fall 
meeting, the selectmen asked to see a list of those items as 
well. 

Dan White, a member of the Fourth of July Road 
Race Committee, asked the selectmen to consider a 
commemorative plaque for Bob Gardner, the founder of 
the race, on the anniversary of the race's 50th year. "We 
wanted to do something to commemorate Bob and the 
race," White said. Village Signs had the plaque made 
with the inscription: "Starting Line - in memory of the 
race founder Robert 'Bob' Gardner, Dedicated on July 4, 
2020, 50 th running of the annual Mattapoisett July 4 th Road 
Race." 
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Unfortunately, due to emergency restrictions, the 
race was canceled for 2020. White said possibly the plaque 
could be installed at the starting line on a granite post 
now and the town could hold a more formal celebration 
next year. 

White did ask permission for an informal 
unveiling of the commemorative marker this summer. 

The selectmen said it was best to wait and see what 
restrictions or other concerns for gatherings will unfold in 
the coming weeks. 

Collyer said, "Bob was a great guy and the place 
seems right. The monument is minimal. I like the idea. It 
would be perfect." The selectmen voted to approve the 
installation. 


Animal Advice 


Jay Gould, DVM 

I found a baby bird on the ground. I picked it up to see 
if it was ok , but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it. What do I do? 

Leave it there! Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly, the mother will be 
around to feed the baby. This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
the bird is gone.

Silva then shared Governor Baker's May 6 order 
number 13 mandating the wearing of face covering inside 
establishments and out in public, where distancing cannot 
be safeguarded. He said that with the wonderful outdoor 
venues the town possess such as Shipyard Park, Ned's 
Point, the wharves, and the bike path, it was imperative 
that people follow the rules. He said that monitoring of 
the town's outdoor spaces had started. 

Collyer, who sits on a special COVID-19 committee 
with members of the Board of Health as well as police and 
fire personnel and the town administrator, said, "People 
are gathering mostly in cars. The police have been 
instructing people as necessary. They are going to Ned's 
several times during shifts. There have been some groups 
of kids on bikes, but that's going to happen." He said that 
most people are wearing coverings. 

Both Silva and Collyer said if necessary further 
measures would be taken to safeguard the public. Gagne 
added that a second paragraph in the governor's order 
mandates the wearing of face-covering when going into 
grocery and retail locations, as well as taxi services. To 
view the order, visit mass.gov. 

Lorenco said that fliers were being provided 
to business for their customers as well as to educate 
employees. 

The town administrator's report featured measures 
being put in place by the state for boaters. Lorenco read 
portions of a three-page memorandum that spoke to the 
necessity of wearing face coverings, keeping distance 
in and around public launch and other boating outlets. 

It also mandates that boats may not gather together, 
individuals on a boat must live in the same household 
and that boats for hire, whale watching, and other 
recreational boating activities are currently prohibited. To 
view the memorandum, visit mattapoisett.net. 

Lorenco said that commercial fishing was considered 
an essential service. Silva asked, "If someone wants to go 
out fishing, everyone in the boat must be from the same 
household?" Lorenco said yes. Lorenco also said that the 
harbormaster would be putting up signage regarding the 
public-launch area and that only Massachusetts vehicle 
registration would be permitted at the public launch. 
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Collyer said the COVID-19 committee was beginning 
to discuss plans for opening businesses and town 
buildings in the future. "We've started to discuss the new 
normal, what precautions to take at town hall, the library, 
the (Council on Aging)," he said. Collyer applauded the 
work done by the BOH and especially the public health 
nurse, Amanda Stone, who has been contact-tracing 
among her many other duties. 

The installation of new LED lighting throughout 
the town is in full swing, Lorenco said, with 150 lamps 
retrofitted at this time. He said that if residents find the 
new lights too bright, they can call the selectmen's office. 
He said the lamps are adjustable but are being installed at 
the highest setting, which may prove too bright for some 
locations. 

Lorenco said that the Lion's Club was meeting on 
this night and would most likely be making the decision 
to cancel both Harbor Days and the annual Triathlon for 
2020. "Memorial Day observances are already canceled, 
but some things might be moved to Veteran's Day," he 
added. 

A special Happy Birthday to Anita Croft, who turns 
100 on May 7, was announced with everyone in the 
meeting room sending their best wishes. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for May 12 at 4:00 pm. Remote 
meeting access to be announced.

Recycling Report Cards Coming Out Soon 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

What is your recycling IQ? 

Rochester is about to engage in a summer school of 
sorts to bring those grades up in an effort to purify what 
it considers an earnest effort on the part of its residents to 
do things the right way. 

To that end, Marcia Kessler, a consultant for the 
town and its grant writer, reported during the April 30, 
remote-access. Board of Selectmen meeting on Rochester's 
Recycling IQ Program. 

From June 5 to Sept 25, Rochester will be checking 
250 resident recycling carts for A- and B-designated routes 
for a minimum of 500 checks. The town is looking for a 
level of contamination by inspecting only the top and first 
couple of inches in each bin. 

"Our focus is on the two big contaminants," said 
Kessler, defining them as shopping bags and tanglers (ie. 
hoses, cords, and wires). 

The A route will begin on May 15 and the B route on 
May 22. The town will hang information tags to let people 
know that their cart has been selected for inspection. 

Those carts will receive three checks over the 18-week 
period that starts on June 5 and ends on September 25. 

The goal, said Kessler, is to achieve zero waste. 
Plastic bags contaminate the recyclables and can thereby 
disqualify an entire truckload. The tanglers, she said, 
literally bring the processing machines to a halt. 

The cost increases for Rochester when a 
contaminated load of recycling is rejected and redirected 
for shipment to the far end of Connecticut or upstate 
New York. Under state law, if a load is rejected it cannot 
go to the Southeastern Massachusetts Resource Recovery 
Facility (SEMASS) run by Covanta. It has to be scooped 
up into a truck and transported many miles. 

Rochester will allow three disqualified pieces before 
a bin is rejected. Any rejected bin will be tagged and 
turned sideways so ABC knows not to pick it up. 

"We decided not to go zero tolerance because people 
make mistakes. Children put bottles in plastic bags," said 
Kessler. "We don't want to make people feel like we're 
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punishing them for trying to do a good job, but there are 
monetary fiscal imperatives... The goal is to try to reduce 
the contamination of our recycling." 

The town will post notices of the program in the 
local press and on its own platforms. 

"It's an environmental thing," said Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar. "We're just basically 
reducing our cost because all those costs get pushed over 
to the town." 

Cart checkers will be coming from Fairhaven. 
Szyndlar said they are experienced personnel and will be 
wearing identification badges. 

The first mailing with the information will go out 
to residents on Friday, May 8. It will include refrigerator 
magnets identifying acceptable recyclable items and those 
that are not... no plastic bags and no tanglers. 

Kessler recently learned that items with a recycling 
number are not necessarily recyclable. "It turns out those 
numbers are only used by the people at the plant... that 
was a shock to me," she said. 

The Department of Environmental Protection 
cautions anyone hauling their bins to wash their hands 
afterward. 

Szyndlar has been impressed with Kessler's work so 
far, calling her services "invaluable" in the writing of Fire 
and Police Department-related grants. "She's worked out 
really well," said Szyndlar, alluding to a grant that will 
supply the fire department with new masks and hoods

and a large grant to support two new police officers. 

Rochester residents also have an opportunity to 
recycle their mattresses for free by dropping them off 
to a trailer. Kessler said that taking advantage now and 
correctly disposing of mattresses costs the town $30 to $40 
per piece. The container will eventually become property 
of the town. 

In her Town Administrator's Report, Szyndlar 
incorrectly reported the town's first COVID-19 death 
based on an inaccurate address she had received 
immediately prior to the meeting. Szyndlar would correct 
that information shortly after the meeting, emailing The 
Wanderer a clarification that the person who succumbed to 
coronavirus-related illness was not a Rochester resident. 
She did note during the meeting that the victim had 
been beset with many underlying conditions and prior 
hospitalizations. 

As of Thursday, there were 12 COVID-19 cases in 
Rochester, including six active cases and six who have 
recovered. Szyndlar noted that seven cases were related to 
health-care workers. 

Szyndlar reported that 20 Rochester seniors 
who qualified for and were approved to work for the 
maximum credit of $1,000 to be applied to their bills 
under the Senior Property Tax Workoff Program saw their 
progress stalled by the coronavirus-related shutdowns. At 
the request of Council on Aging Director Cheryl Randall- 
Mach, the Board of Selectmen approved full allowance 
for FY20, impacting those 20 seniors, most of whom were 
close to their 80 required hours. 

"That's the least we can do for the seniors," said 
Board of Selectmen Chairman Paul Ciaburri. 

The board also praised the work done by Building 
Commissioner Jim Buckles and administrative assistant 
Patti LaForest on the proposed fee schedule for electrical 
inspections. 

"I think they've done a wonderful job. I thought this 
work was exceptional," said Select Board Vice Chairman 
Brad Morse. "It's a bad time to talk about raising 
something, but this is proof on why we need to." 

Selectman Woody Hartley recognized the amount of 
back-up work and professional assessment given by the

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Building Department. 

Ciaburri expressed concern at the colliding trends 
of the town's direction toward burying wiring and the 
higher cost of inspections for underground projects. Town 
Counsel Blair Bailey explained that there is more work 
involved and, regardless of incentive, the Planning Board 
will likely require underground electric. 

"It's an increase but not a windfall," said Bailey. "A 
lot of these numbers we're behind (neighboring towns) in. 
It's not in any way a money-making scheme." 

The new fee schedule, originally planned to go into 
effect this month, will become effective June 1. 

Ciaburri was to sit in with the Plymouth County 
Advisory Board on April 29 to discuss the $90 million that 
the Plymouth County Commissioners received. 

"The commissioners already said they will 
administer the money and not give it to the (state) 
government because the government has not guaranteed 
that Plymouth County would get any of the money," 
Ciaburri said. 

Morse noted that other counties (i.e. Norfolk and 
Bristol) have turned the money over to the state. "I'm in 
favor of Plymouth County administering if they can do it 
right," he said. 

Hartley said that, if the county administers 
the money, the state can say walk back its financial 
commitments to the counties. Ciaburri said that the state 
took over the prison but left the retirement with the

Bailey advised the board to ask if the attorneys 
involved on the county's behalf are on a retainer or a "not 
to exceed" compensation agreement. "I would hate if 
these attorneys got some kind of percentage or incentive," 
he said. 

"Plymouth County is really tight with their money/' 
said Ciaburri. "I will ask the questions, but I don't suspect 
that they will do something that is not exactly right."

Three existing police officers. Sergeant Kevin Flynn 
and patrol officers Brendan Emberg and Alyson Rego, 
were approved for one-year terms.

Dates Unofficial, But Town Meeting, Election 
Finding Form 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A Monday, June 22, Town Meeting and Friday, June 
26, election are not yet official in Marion, but details for 
both events took shape during the Board of Selectmen's 
May 5, remote-access meeting. 

After several weeks in which it seemed an alternate- 
format Town Meeting would only address budgetary 
articles, Tuesday's meeting produced consideration of 
certain other articles and, finally, the possibility that the 
entire Town Meeting might be held. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail presented a 
scenario in which Sippican Elementary School would 
house 130 attendees and Tabor Academy's fieldhouse 
another 70. All attendees would arrive wearing facemasks 
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and line up standing 6 feet apart to be checked in by 
staff wearing masks and face shields. Then they would 
be seated 7 feet apart. The gymnasium, McGrail said, 
may seat couples together, increasing a safe capacity. In 
either scenario, live attendance accommodating 130-200 
preregistered attendees would be vetted for participation. 

The rest of the voters would watch via Zoom and 
be able to preregister with the town clerk for their own 
remote participation up until 6:00 pm for the 7:00 pm 
meeting. Remote attendees would be pre-vetted as 
residents of Marion. 

In each location of the in-person meeting, a viewing 
screen would operate on a closed-circuit system managed 
by ORCTV, and remote participants would be able to use 
a chat feature to ask questions. 

"I think we can pull it off," said McGrail. "The 
biggest issue is the voting. What would make me 
comfortable about this scenario is as long as we have 50 (a 
quorum)." 

In its May 19 meeting, the board will determine what 
articles it wants to run with. Town Planner Gil Hilario 
said Marion can hold a May 19 determination of the 
warrant, giving the town the required two weeks. 

"The 19th (of May) is going to have to be our drop- 
dead date on articles," said McGrail. 

Once different members began batting around which 
articles could be added. Selectman John Waterman asked, 
"What would it take to do the whole thing?"

"If we're not going to just do the monetary articles 
and start picking here and there, we either do 1-4 or the 
whole thing, that's my opinion," said Chairperson Randy 
Parker. 

At the very least, voters will be asked if they approve 
plans to leave the Marion-Rochester Health District, 
opt out of the Carver-Marion-Wareham transfer-station 
agreement and approve the town's water/sewer plan and 
INI funding. Because some warrant items require public 
hearings, discussion expanded and Parker insisted that 
the town has to open up all public hearings. 

Town Clerk Lissa Magauran rolled out an election- 
day plan based on adjustments to a model being used in a 
western Massachusetts community. 



Marion will slightly shorten poll hours from the 
traditional 8:00 am to 8:00 pm and open the polls from 
9:00 am to 7:00 pm. Some towns are going with minimum- 
allowed, four-hour window, but Magauran believes that 
could lead to potentially unsafe crowding of the polls. 
Citizens are encouraged to vote by mail. 

All precautions will be taken, including the hire of a 
younger group of poll workers and the distribution of kits 
in plastic bags with masks, gloves and pens. Voters are 
asked to bring their own, but the town plans to assemble 
200 packets. If people refuse to wear a mask, McGrail said 
the Board of Health will need to give Chief of Police John 
Garcia the authority to impose fines. 

Polling stations will be at least 6 feet apart and will 
be sanitized in between each vote. Staff will wear face 
shields in addition to masks. The floor will be marked 
and the staff will hold a dress rehearsal to see how many 
booths the Recreation Center can accommodate. 

A mass mailing will solicit requests for absentee 
ballots. 

Marion's Memorial Day parade has been canceled, 
but the town has planned a quiet celebration limited 
to four participants that will be aired after the fact on 
ORCTV. Along with a virtual celebration planned to air 
on ORCTV on Memorial Day, a brief event will feature 
the reading of the names of deceased Marion veterans, 
the laying of a reef and the playing of "Taps" by trumpet 
player Chris Berg. 

The time of the event is being withheld so as not to 
attract spectators. The ceremony will air later on ORCTV. 

"Our mission here is to honor the nation's war dead 
but not draw a crowd," said Andrew Bonney, who joined 
the meeting from Hanscom Air Force Base while on active 
duty with the National Guard. 

Citing the statistic of 1.7 percent of COVID-positive 
cases among ages 18 and younger. Waterman reasserted a 
position he took several weeks ago that towns need more 
autonomy and what might be the right safety practice for 
Boston, for instance, does not necessarily apply to Marion. 

"We shouldn't be requiring everyone to self-isolate 
just to protect older people," he said with an eye on 
relaxing practices after May 18.

Summer Season Beckons Amidst Careful Planning 

Marion Board of Health

The opening of the Silvershell Beach parking lot and 
the town docks and floats dominated discussion during the 
Board of Health meeting on May 5. 

Silver shell's parking lot has not leaned itself toward 
safe-spacing practices, but the overhaul being performed 
by the Department of Public Works is trending toward a 
May 15 completion at the earliest, and is timing out nicely 
with the potential reopening of the state on May 18. 

The lingering question is a crowd-management 
strategy. The plan, for now, is to use lines and signs 
to space people out safely and in compliance with 
coronavirus standards and to require patrons to wear 
facemasks. But will residents comply? 

Board clerk Dot Brown has suggested measures taken 
in Brookline, where security guards stand watch and hand 
out facemasks to those that are not wearing them. 

Board Vice Chairperson Dr. Ed Hoffer and Recreation 
Department Executive Director Jody Dickerson agreed a 
teenager working at a low wage should not be expected to 
confront patrons who ignore the rules of spacing or masks. 

The idea of employing citizens involved in the town's 
Senior Working Program was floated, and Board of Health 
Chairperson John Howard suggested police cruisers 
circulate hourly, "then if it doesn't work, it doesn't work.' 

"We typically do that anyway," said Police Chief 
John Garcia, who encouraged the board to approve a plan 
to have the attendee call the station as necessary. "My 
personal feeling is just stick with the gate attendants... 
don't argue with (patrons). Just give the station a call and 
let them deal with it." 

"Let's try this first. If it works great; if it doesn't, 
tweak it and try to do it some other way," said Dickerson. 

Hoffer suggested an email blast from the board 
counting on citizens to be cooperative and, if it doesn't 
work, "hey... close it again," he said. 

Harbormaster Isaac Perry reported to the Marion 
Board of Health that he planned to open docks and floats 
on Wednesday, May 6. Marion will restrict its floats to the 
owners or those approved by the harbormaster. 

"This isn't going to be a transient dock where the 
people are going to be coming and going," said Perry, who 
will oversee a 20-minute limit of usage. 

The floats are going to be restricted to the slip owners 

only. 

In addition to following all state-prescribed orders 
and advisories, Marion is also keeping its public bathrooms 
and public showers closed. 

There is concern about safe usage of the mobile harbor 
pump-out service and the discharge from the vent. Perry 
said that, when the service does open up, no one will be 
allowed on the vessel but the owner. Boat owners will do

their own pumping of sewage. 

Policy details will be posted on the notice boards. 

"The way the dock is constructed... it's 10 feet wide 
so social distance is good," said Perry who noted the 
situation can be monitored as the floats are right outside 
the harbormaster's office. 

Perry said the harbormaster's office itself is too 
cramped to achieve social distancing, but facemasks are 
required for everyone in that building. 

Marion's Recreation Department will hold off on 
deciding the fate of summer programs until May 18 
when Governor Baker is expected to announce either 
the reopening or extend the closure of the state's non- 
essential businesses and public facilities. 

Public Health Nurse Kathleen Downey indicated 
that the state Department of Public Health has advised 
towns to treat summer camps and kids camps that 
COVID-19 remains a risk and each program needs to 
look at preventative measures. The delay could adversely 
affect staffing. 

"Everybody's concerned," said Downey. "You have 
to hire people in advance, and if you don't give them 
notice you're not going to get the people you want." 

Dickerson agreed "100 percent correct... We have 
great counselors in our Recreation Department." He 
said 95 percent return annually and it's the same for 
lifeguards, calling last year's staff the best the town 
has seen in 10 years. "I'd love to have them return this 
year, I probably get one or two messages a day asking... 

I tell them we're waiting on the state. It also affects the 
counselors; many use the income to attend college. It does 
affect a lot of people." 

Dickerson said the Recreation Department is "ready 
to go." 

Marion's summer programs are scheduled to begin 
on July 1. "I can go up to about June 10 before I have to 
pull the trigger," said Dickerson. 

John Schnaible of Coastal Engineering has been 
hired by Marion to fill in for newly retired Health 
Director Karen Walega until the town hires a permanent 
replacement. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail reported to the 
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Board of Health that the first round of interviews will be 
conducted next week. Meantime, Schnaible has met with 
board clerk Dot Brown and will handle sanitary roles, 
inspections, and perc tests. 

"I'm glad to be here to help you guys," said 
Schnaible, who has been in the business 40 years as a 
registered sanitarian, septic inspector and soil evaluator 
who also worked with McGrail when the latter was 
employed by the town of Sandwich. 

"He's well aware of the best practices and can do all 
the things that we need especially in this interim," said 
Brown. 

McGrail has hired another consultant to handle 
restaurants, beach, and pool inspections. That person has 
applied for the full-time job. 

In her update, Downey reported that Marion has 
two active COVID-19 cases, and the town received a 
boost upon the news that Sippican Healthcare Center 
had 180 nursing-home residents tested and all came back 
negative. 

The board approved a motion to make public not 
only the active coronavirus cases but all cases. The state 
listed seven total cases in Marion as of last week. 

Downey stressed the importance of a solution for 
residents in isolation or in quarantine who choose not to 
comply with the town's efforts to execute contact tracing. 

"We've had a couple of challenges to be able to 
enforce it. The Board of Health has to be the one to initiate 
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the action," she said, noting that a schedule of meetings 
every two weeks would require emergency meetings upon 
the need for the board's intervention. 

Brown urged the town to consider invoking Chapter 
40, Section 2ID, giving the town the authority to levy fines 
for non-compliance. 

"There needs to be some teeth," said Board Vice 
Chairperson Dr. Ed Hoffer. "(Hypothetically), there's a 
group of 20 people having a party... we don't want to have 
them arrested, but we want to stop it." 

Brown pointed to Brookline making masks available 
and said the same is happening at Revere Beach. She 
reported that Coolidge Corner had 200 people gathered 
recently and only two were not wearing masks. Joggers, 
on the other hand, are subject to criticism of late for not 
wearing masks. 

Hoffer suggested in light of Downey's enforcement 
dilemma that residents who refuse to give the town 
information on their contacts should become subject to fines. 
Howard suggested that Town Counsel Jon Witten may be 
able to shed light on the matter. 

Brown reported on a webinar scheduled for 9:00 am on 
Saturday, May 16, an informational meeting held by George 
Heufelder and geared toward homeowners to educate them 
about alternative septic systems followed by a question-and- 
answer session. 

McGrail said that the webinar addresses a potential 
change to Marion's septic code and is important for 
residents to understand. Heufelder manages septic systems 
on Cape Cod. 

In light of the state's timeline, the Board of Health 
confirmed availability to attend a joint session with the 
Board of Selectmen on Tuesday, May 19, before holding its 
own scheduled meeting. 

Bowman Road Solar Project Continued Again 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

It was another long night of debate when the 
Mattapoisett Planning Board reopened the site-plan review 
application for the Bowman Road solar array proposed by 
Next Grid., aka Next Grid Bowman LLC. Board members 
attending the remote meeting were acting chairman Nathan 
Ketchel and board administrator Mary Crain, along with 
members Karen Field, Arlene Figardo, and Janice Robbins. 
Mattapoisett Town Counsel Jonathan Silverstein was also 
present. Chris King of Atlantic Design and attorney Joseph 
Pacella represented applicant Daniel Serber, also present in 
the virtual meeting room. 

Representing the abutter, the Mattapoisett Land Trust, 
were Michael Huguenin and Paul Osenkowski, the latter of 
whom said he would also be speaking as a private citizen. 
Abutter to the project present for the meeting was Becky 
Zora of Martha's Way and longtime conservation advocate 
Brad Hathaway. 

Pacella began stating first and foremost that recent 
Massachusetts Department of Energy Resources emergency 
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requirements did not apply to this project. Those 
changes as noted on the agency website stipulate that, if 
a solar project can establish that it meets all permitting 
requirements and has an agreement with a utility for 
service interconnection within six months of the statue's 
April 26 publication date, the project would essentially 
meet Smart Energy standards. 

However, the document also states some exemptions 
would limit proposed land use for solar projects. Those 
lands are described as Priority Habitat, Core Habitat and / 
or Critical Natural Landscape. It goes on to say that lands 
deemed to contain such sensitive areas by 50 percent may 
not be used for solar projects. 

This point would generate much dialog as the 
evening advanced into night. 

Pacella said that this project was grandfathered, "... 
so it will be held to the prior standard." 

Silver stein, when asked if the state's emergency 
order applied to the project, responded, "The short answer 
is whether or not the project qualifies, that is not relevant 
to the Planning Board." He said that the site-plan review 
was "separate and apart" from their responsibilities 
related to site-plan review. 

The discussion turned to site issues when King said 
that technical issues previously raised such as MSDS 
sheets for transformers were submitted, requirements for 
emergency hazardous substance containment addressed, 
and confirmation from the fire and police departments 
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that the project met with their departmental oversight. 
Construction practices such as off-site staging of 
equipment and project materials and limitations to truck 
travel on Bowman Road were also discussed by King. 

Serber added to the conversation saying, "The 
biggest issue of concern is Bowman Road." He said the 
only large equipment delivery to the site will be the 
transformer, but that police would be hired to manage 
traffic, and notice of the approximately three-hour process 
would be advanced to the residents in the area. 

Further discussions over potential oil spillage 
into sensitive wetlands and decommissioning cost 
estimates were brought up by Ketchel. Details of the 
mechanics associated with notification of a spill and 
emergency measures were given by King. On the issue of 
decommissioning cost estimates, Ketchel questioned what 
would be done to the site upon decommissioning such as 
plantings and associated costs. By the end of the evening, 
cost remained an open question with Serber agreeing to 
pay a peer review consultant to review Next Grid's plans 
and decommissioning bond price. The area that would be 
impacted is approximately 4.5 acres, he said. 

Field asked whether the developer was going to be 
paying property taxes. Silverstein answered that he could 
accept a PILOT program as other solar developers have 
done, a lump-sum, yearly payment in lieu of real estate 
taxes. 

Pacella said those discussions have not taken place 
because of the land court case the applicant filed when 
he appealed the Zoning Board of Appeals decision not to 
grant a special permit for the project. 

Subsequently, the town and the applicant agreed to have 
the project reviewed by the Planning Board under the site- 
plan process. If accepted and conditioned by the Planning 
Board, the court filing would be dropped, he had said 
during the April meeting. 

With no further questions from the board members, 
Ketchel invited Hathaway to speak. Hathaway asked how 
many trees would be cut down. Serber's team could not 
give an exact number but said that both grasses and tree 
planting would be planned during the decommissioning 
process. Hathaway then commented on the over 
$1,000,000 that various town, private and state agencies 
have paid to develop a "greenway" between Angelica 
Point and Marion, saying "...this defeats the purposes." 

Serber said that Next Grid would be giving 
approximately a quarter of an acre to the land trust for 
conservation, that the property his company now owned 
on Bowman Road had been for sale for years prior to 
their acquiring it, and that it would be returned to a treed 
parcel. During the April meeting Huguenin had been 
surprised to learn of the property gift since it had not 
been discussed with the land trust to his knowledge. 

Serber shared that at every public hearing for 
solar development the issue of real estate values had 
been raised and that he had been able to find only 
one independent study out of the University of Texas 
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that found property values were not impacted by the 
proximity of a solar array 

Zora spoke to her wish for a gate at the end of Next 
Grid access roadway off Bowman Road to discourage 
hunters and day-trippers from accessing her property 
situated more deeply in the wooded area. She also asked 
that portable toilets being used by the construction teams 
not be placed near her property Serber agreed. 

Osenkowski spoke to the land trust's efforts to 
acquire the property and the limitations imposed on them 
making purchase impossible. He spoke to the issue of 
harsh storms and hurricanes that would flood the area. 

He called the project a "despoiling" of the forest. With 
each utterance Osenkowski became more passionate, 
finally telling Serber, "For crying out loud, wake up. 

You have no right to do this, to come from California... 
go back to California put up your solar array there!" He 
pleaded, "I implore the Planning Board to protect the 
town." 

Huguenin was the last to speak. He said that the 
land trust had consistently raised concerns about the site, 
calling the project a public utility. Now with the project 
receiving site-plan review he said, "We have a chance not 
to make a mistake." He said that the recent emergency 
measures put in place by the DOER prevented the project 
from moving forward. He said the site was not suitable 
for the project and asked the Planning Board to deny 
review based on the state's criteria. 
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Crain later told The Wanderer that Silverstein had 
made it clear to the Planning Board that their review of 
the project was not encumbered by state regulations, 
that those were separate and should not be part of their 
decision-making process. 

Robbins agreed with Silverstein. "Our job under site- 
plan review is pretty limited. Personally, we might not 
like the use but we can't reject it on use," she said. Ketchel 
concurred with Robbins saying, "... it's also not our job to 
play intermediary between the applicant and the state." 

Pacella asked the board to close the public hearing 
and vote now, stating, "There's no public welfare issue 
here."

Racism to be Addressed at Next Joint Meeting 

Mattapoisett School Committee

A two-hour-long meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee on May 4 was about to adjourn when member 
Shannon Finning felt compelled to share her concerns 
about racist content recently posted by a current Old 
Rochester Regional student on the social media app 
TikTok. 

"I'm gravely concerned... clearly there's more that 
we need to be doing with our students. Since that info 
came to light. I've been approached by parents of students 
(also reporting racist behavior)... I don't think it can wait 
until we're back in person," she said. 

As chairperson for the meeting, ORR School 
Committee Delegate Jim Muse said, "Racism does 
exist and it's not something that we can deny, and the 
appropriate place to discuss that is the Joint Committee. 
We should be doing it as an entire district. The entire 
district obviously needs to have further education." 

ORR has a relatively low ratio of minority students 
when compared to other public high schools on the South 


Coast. 

Students will not return to school this academic year; 
it is not known if the coronavirus will subside to the degree 
necessary to allow the 2020-21 academic year to begin on 
conventional terms. 

Meantime, ORR Principal Mike Devoll has landed on 
the first week of August as Graduation Week. Details are 
yet to be worked out. On behalf of the committee, Marissa 
Hughes thanked Tony Tranfaglia and Village Signs for 
donating signs on all the ORR seniors' lawns. 

In his report to the committee. Superintendent Doug 
White acknowledged that "We're in limbo as to the support 
we're going to get from the state for our budget," but said it 
remains important to move ahead so the town has a budget 
with which to work. 

White made a Microsoft PowerPoint presentation, 
itemizing increases and recommending an overall increase 
of $171,892 over Fiscal Year 2020, $137,509 of which is 
allocated for salaries. The 2.39 percent increase will raise 
the FY20 appropriated budget of $7,185,583 to $7,357,475 
for FY21. The total cost of running the district is $7,717,787, 
offset by $360,312 in grants/awards and circuit breakers 
(i.e. reimbursements for spending over $45,000 on 64 
students on individual education plans). 

Three members of the committee approved the FY21 
budget as presented, with Finning abstaining.

TriTown Happenings 
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Based on October 2019 enrollment, Mattapoisett's 
total of 436 students includes 69 with disabilities. 

Assistant Superintendent Mike Nelson reported 
that only seven students in grades K through age 21 
were educated out-of-district in FY20. "It's an extreme 
point of pride. I feel strongly that special-education 
students should be in community schools," he said, 
further projecting five students to receive out-of-district 
education for the 2020-21 academic year. 

After several years of flat enrollment, Mattapoisett 
Schools Principal Rose Bowman projects three sections of 
K-6 for FY21, which in the case of Grade 6 is down from 
four sections. White indicated that no staff reductions are 
being considered at this time and that teachers can expect 
to operate at full staff and at normal pay for the next 
school year. 

In her principal's report. Bowman said that 
Mattapoisett schools had moved on from the first two 
phases of remote learning to Phase 3 in which all students 
receive feedback from their teachers. 

Roughly 60 to 70 percent of sixth-graders are getting 
their school work done on time. 

Kevin Tavares, associate principal at Center School, 
displayed some Kindergarten content online and said 
his goal is to get those children the same opportunities to 
learn as the sixth graders. 

"One thing that would be really helpful is for 
families to have explicit outcomes (and) target specifically 
what progress is prescribed by the end of such a grade," 
said Finning, acknowledging the unevenness that comes 
with an asynchronous structure. "Having somebody who 
can go in with some uniformity... I think collectively we 
want to do the right thing by our children." 

Member Carole Clifford said, "I'm really quite 
pleased with the work the teachers have done at Old 
Hammondtown because I know it hasn't been easy." 

White thanked the tech team for its support. 

In other business, the committee approved White's 
suggestion that the eight available school-choice slots be 
capped at three for Kindergarten, three for first grade, and 
two for second grade. 

The committee also approved the acceptance of the 
$4,200 collected via the GoFundMe account that had been 
set up by Finning in March to support the school lunch 
and breakfast program and placement of those funds in a 
school food account. 

Muse called it, "another example of the goodness in 
the hearts of this community... and (I) greatly appreciate 
the school committee members stepping forward and not 
thinking about themselves." 

The deadline for applications for help from the ORR 
Tri-Town Lighthouse Education Fund is May 15.

at college got to play a few games before the novel 
coronavirus forced all sports, both pro and amateur, 
to shut down in the United States. Old Colony alum 
Dylan Sullo was able to play in four games for the Mass 
Maritime Academy baseball team as a result. 

The Buccaneers' fourth and ultimately final game 
of the season came on March 11 at Nichols College out 
in Dudley. The game was played on the day Utah Jazz 
forward Rudy Gobert tested positive for COVID-19, but 
before that news came down, there were still concerns 
about the season with conferences from other divisions 
making changes. 

"We knew there was a chance (the season would be 
canceled)," Sullo, a junior at Mass Maritime, said.

Sullo said. "But I'm honestly working out less. There's no 
drive — for me anyways, maybe (for) other guys there 
is. But nothing is like live pitching. You need to see live 
pitching.

Peeping Tom (1960). Starring Carl Boehm and Anna 
Massey. Directed by Michael Powell. Running time: 101 
minutes. No MPA A rating. Streaming for free on Tubi 
TV, Roku Channel, and Popcornflix. 

Perhaps the most shocking thing about Michael 
Powell's notorious Peeping Tom , sixty years now after 
its premiere in England, is that it looks respectable and 
classical and almost sedate — until it doesn't. The movie 
genuinely appalled critics of its day, who must have 
assumed they were getting a delectable, harmless thriller 
from the director who, solo or with Emeric Pressburger, 
had presented many of England's most prestigious films. 
(Critics already knew pretty much what to expect when 
Alfred Hitchcock unveiled his near-contemporaneous 
Psycho.) But no. Peeping Tom , written by Leo Marks, may 
look and play "normal" but is drenched with the flop 
sweat of sexual mania. I think if it had been made by 
anyone else, possibly in America, in the poverty-row style 
of something like The Brain That Wouldn't Die, it might still 
have kicked up a fuss, but not as much rage. 

Peeping Tom turned out to be part of a wave of 
thrillers in the '60s, including the better-known Psycho but 
also movies like William Castle's Homicidal , that focused 
on a killer's psychological damage inflicted by cruel 
parents. Here, our subject is Mark Lewis (Carl Boehm), 
who acts as a focus puller on movies and takes naughty 
photos for a local bookshop. He also has an elaborate 
fetish involving women looking frightened. He films 
them at the moment they realize they're going to die, and 
he adds a vicious touch that should remain unspoiled 
for newcomers to the movie, though the most horrifying 
moment in Kathryn Bigelow's 1995 Strange Days owes 
most of its punch to it. 

Mark has been doing his thing unimpeded for 
a while now — in the opening scene, he disposes of a 
prostitute, who screams in her room though nobody 
cares enough to look in until he is long gone — but when 
he meets Helen (Anna Massey), a tenant in the building 
Mark inherited from his father, his thing deflates a bit. 

He shows the kindly Helen footage his demented shrink 
father (Powell himself) shot of himself tormenting the 
young Mark at night. She feels for him, and part of him 



responds to her sympathy. He promises he will never 
photograph her. He seems to want to cordon his psychosis 
off from her, but we and he know that's not going to 
work. He has a run-in with Helen's blind mother (Maxine 
Audley), who senses what he is but can't do much about 
it. Helen, who has just turned 21, may be falling for Mark 
precisely because of his pain. 

I imagine part of the vehemence of the response 
to the film was due to Powell's pre-punk indifference to 
what his more monocle-dropping viewers would think. 
For instance, Powell takes Moira Shearer, beloved star of 
his The Red Shoes and The Tales of Hoffman, and contrives 
an undignified fate for her comparable to Janet Leigh's. 

Yet always, the filmmaking is smooth, assured, suffused 
with cinematographer Otto Heller's sumptuous palette. 
Powell shows us pretty pictures but uses them to lure us 
into a dark, seedy alley where two-quid whores loiter and 
warped men get them alone. It's a classic bait and switch, 
and the trope of the voyeuristic beast locked in the city 
with his own misery until a beauty comes along may have 
informed Taxi Driver, directed by Martin Scorsese, whose 
reverence for Powell almost matched his reverence for 
Christ. 

We also sniff a Scorsesean element in the finale: 
a beauty cannot redeem the monster; only submission to 
the same treatment he has given his victims might do that. 
Roger Ebert mused that Peeping Tom's real crime in the 
eyes of its early haters was that it implicates the viewer — 
it uses its own medium to wrench us into complicity with 
a killer. It wasn't the first film to pull this rug, but it did 
it with such blunt-force trauma that it has been called the 
first slasher film. I don't know about that; proto-slasher, 
maybe, or even proto -giallo — it predated Mario Bava's 
seminal The Girl Who Knew Too Much by three years. In 
any event. Peeping Tom survived its initial shower of spit 
and rotten tomatoes — largely due to Scorsese, who spent 
some artistic capital to restore and re-release it in 1979 — 
to become a feverish cult object among horror acolytes 
and classic film buffs alike. 
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they're making me do hands-on labs that really can't be 
done online, but we have to do them online. It's almost 
impossible. And then these guys that are licensed, they're 
getting screwed. If they can't go back, the seniors, they 
have to take Coast Guard tests and everything. And if 
they can't go back for certain classes, they can't graduate. 

"A few of my professors understand and are pretty 
lenient and understand (the situation). But there's a few 
that just dump work on you... The other thing is, if you 
have a question, you have to email someone and wait. 
You can't get your work done." 

As the former Old Colony standout continues to 
work through his school without baseball, he's been able 
to spend more time freshwater fishing. He also bought 
a Jon (aluminum) boat and is working on that as a side 
project. 

While the distractions are fun, Sullo still misses the 
game he's played since he was four years old. With the 
Cranberry League yet to cancel the 2020 season —Sullo 
plays in the summer league for the Acushnet Aztecs — 
he'll continue to hold out hope that the league doesn't 
follow the Cape Cod Baseball League or New England 
Collegiate Baseball League's example and cancel its 
season so he can play more baseball in 2020. 


Essential Workers Continue to Provide a Lifeline

With the entire state under stay-at-home orders, local 
towns have undergone rapid transformations. The normal 
springtime awakening that livens local communities has 
been replaced with desolate shopping centers, barren 
restaurants, and empty roadways. Amidst the isolation, 
only our communities' essential workers remain acting 
as indispensable lifelines. 

Workers like grocery cashiers, delivery people, and 
public transportation drivers now put themselves at 
risk on a daily basis in order to ensure that our lives can 
continue to function with some semblance of normalcy. 
Often unnoticed or underappreciated, these workers, 
now facing the growing risk of the COVID-19 infection, 
support the infrastructure that allows non-essential 
workers and their families to remain safely at home under 
lockdown orders. 

The drastic transformation to that infrastructure 
can be seen in any of the grocery stores or gas stations 
that have remained open throughout the COVID crisis. 

At a Cumberland Farms in Marion, blue duct tape 
marks the positions where customers should queue in 
order to remain safely distanced. Plastic shields line the 
cashier stations in order to guard the employees from the 
potential spread of the virus. The employees themselves 
are concealed behind masks that hide the majority of their 
faces. 

Despite the protective facial coverings, and plastic 
shields, it seems easier to connect with these workers who 
have now become the frontline in providing essentials 
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to local families. Despite the hazards of their workplace, 
they are still quick to ask about our well-being, and you 
can still spot a smile behind the creases in their face 
masks. 

In speaking with numerous essential workers, it is 
clear that many of them expressed pride in continuing 
their work and conquering new challenges as they come. 
That said, unsurprisingly, many have expressed fears 
related to their own health at the workplace and the 
safety of their families at home. 

"We are all worried about bringing the virus back to 
our families," said Donnie, an order-fulfillment worker 
at the Target in Wareham. "[The virus] is constantly on 
our minds. If we slip up once, it could mean infecting our

Thankfully, many stores have adopted plans to 
maximize the safety of customers and employees, 
like markers indicating where customers should wait 
at appropriate distances, and employees constantly 
sanitizing the self-checkout machines. 

"We are doing everything we can," said Donnie. 
"Our managers encourage us to take more breaks to wash 
our hands, and certain employees have been given the 
specific job of sanitizing every checkout station." 

Though he did explain that he feels safe at work 
under the current policies that the store adopted, he 
expressed uncertainty about whether this is the best 
possible option for his family. 

"I would definitely prefer to wait it out and avoid 
exposure altogether," he said. "Unfortunately, most of the 
essential workers just don't have the financial stability to 
stay at home." 

Despite the $2 trillion relief package passed by 
Congress, the reality is these essential workers still have 
bills to pay. Regardless of the hazards to which they 
are exposed in the workplace, they still need to work to 
provide for themselves and their families. 

"The relief check was just enough to give me time to 
transition into a new job," said Donnie, "but there is no 
way anyone could live on just that amount or even cut 
their hours to reduce the risk of exposure." 

With no clear end to the stay-at-home orders, these 
essential workers continue to provide the foundation 
which allow for local communities to remain safely at 
home during the COVID-19 crisis.

off the mark by Mark Parisi 
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yourselves. The black student and other black students 
should not have to see this white student in the hall. 
Whether classes return or not is irrelevant as a clear 
message needed to be sent. This incident will not be over 
when classes do return as positions would have been 
taken by other students and nothing will have been put 
in place or thought about to begin to change the culture at 
ORR or the system at large. 

The ORR student's action was and is reprehensible. 

It cannot be defended. The memory of his actions will 
continue for a long-time. My granddaughter and other 
black students at ORR have suffered immensely because 
of this recent incident and other incidents as among 
other things, white students constant use of the N-word. 
When this happens in the classroom, I have heard that at 
least one teacher's response is frequently "knock it off". 
And, what do you say about a teacher who walks up to 
another teacher who approaches two black students to 
check student names against those on her clipboard and 
flippantly remarks something to this effect, "Are you 
having trouble telling the black kids apart"? 

The action of the school administration is the type 
of action that colleges and universities and even the 
military have taken, when campus/base/military rapes 
have occurred - protect the white male at all costs. Forcing 
the victims to have to see their perpetrator is cruel, evil 
and self-serving. Again, educate yourself in this matter, 
as well. Again, educate yourself by Googling articles on 
PTSD in black students. 

It may surprise you to hear that I think it was totally 
wrong and another purely knee-jerk reaction on the part 
of UMass Dartmouth to rescind this student's admission 
to the University. The discipline is upside down. 
University students by and large will not know who this 
student is, but ORR students know the student and that 
is where the suffering and agitation will continue. ORR 
students do not need to have this student in their midst. 

I believe it is also harmful to him. And, by the way, I care 
about what this student and his family is going through. 

I can only imagine what life has been like for them. Their 
suffering has just begun, but black students and families 
have suffered much longer and my granddaughter in 
particular, as she has so bravely taken up the struggle. It 
is heart-breaking to hear her say, "It is exhausting dealing 
with the racism at that school". 

I personally believe the University of Massachusetts 
should reverse their knee-jerk reaction to their admissions 
decision. They should also purpose to commit to taking 
steps to get involved with the communities in which they 
draw some students to help with some of these issues. 

If a black student or maybe even a poor white 
student had committed a comparable act, fingers would 
be pointed at the parents. Parents would be blamed for 
their terrible parenting skills. It would be said that they 
obviously have not raised their child properly. A little 
investigation on your part will reveal that this young 
man's upbringing is probably similar to how most of

Buzzards Bay Swim Canceled 

The Buzzards Bay Coalition has announced that 
the 2020 Buzzards Bay Swim will be canceled due to the 
unprecedented and still-evolving conditions presented by 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 

"The health and well-being of our participants, 
volunteers, emergency personnel, staff, and our 
community is our top priority," Coalition President Mark 
Rasmussen said in a message to this year's swimmers. 
"Under the current circumstances, and based upon the 
guidance of public health officials, we concluded that this 
year's event cannot take place safely. 

The event, which has been run annually since 
1993, brings hundreds of participants to New Bedford 
each June to swim across New Bedford Harbor to Fort 
Phoenix State Park in Fairhaven, where the event ends 
with a beach party brunch. Last year's event raised more 
than $187,000 to support education, conservation, water 
quality monitoring, and advocacy work.
